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President’s Report 


President Report. 

Recently I was invited 
by the Dutch 
Community Radio 
(DCR) to do an 
interview during their 
broadcast on a Sunday 
afternoon. It was a very 
“gezellige” get- 
together with Dutch 
music, Dutch news and 
some banter. While I was at the studio, I realised 
once again how dedicated the DCR staff is. 

All volunteers, of course, spent many hours per 
week to prepare an entertaining program for its 
Dutch listeners on Sunday afternoon from 2 - 
3.30pm on 95.3 FM. 

For those of you who missed the interview, please 
find the following questions and answers for your 
information. 

DCR - Lianna, six months ago the Dutch Club 
moved to the Rhein Donau Club in Myaree. How 
long did it take the Committee to get to this 
point? How much preparation did this move 
require? 

LP - Thank you for that question. It has been an 
unbelievable ride that took, especially the Executive 
Committee, nearly four years of weekly meetings, 
visits to possible vicinities, drafting up contracts 
and negotiations. 

DCR - In general people don’t like change and 
consequently they resist change. Did you 
experience resistance and if so, how did you deal 
with that? 

LP - Indeed, I experienced a lot of resistance, 
especially amongst the older, traditional Members 
and I never underestimated their emotions. 

For this group of Neerlandia Members, the 
Clubhouse was their second Dutch home. For them 
the Clubhouse at 230 Cambridge Street represented 
the Netherlands, the country they left without the 
certainty to ever return there. For the, as I like to 
refer to this group, traditional Members, the 
building was more than bricks and mortar, it was a 
second home, with so many memories of very good 
times. I truly understood this and I could feel the 
memories and the history in the building and I have 
always felt genuinely sorry for being the bearer of 
bad news: Neerlandia had to change while the club 
was still in full financial control of its own destiny. 
As President of Dutch Society Neerlandia, I could 
not afford to be led by emotions - as a Neerlandia 
Committee Member, I had to approach 230 
Cambridge Street, Wembley as a business. And by 
looking at the Clubhouse as a business, it was 
obvious that change was inevitable, if we, the 
Committee, wanted to provide the Members a 


secure future for the Dutch Club in Western 
Australia in the years to come. 

DCR -1 am a Member of Neerlandia and many a 
time I hear other Members express their fear of 
losing the ’’Dutch identity”. How has the 
Committee prevented to lose the ’’Dutch 
identity”, while meeting in the Rhein Donau 
Clubhouse? 

LP -1 am not certain that we, at this stage, have 
completely managed to maintain our ’’Dutch 
identity”, whilst in the Rhein Donau Club. It is very 
difficult, in fact it is impossible to recreate the feel 
and the ambience that defined 230 Cambridge 
Street; that building was full of memories collected 
over more than 45 years. 

However, having said this, we should always 
remember that our identity is within ourselves. Look 
at us here this afternoon in a studio in North Perth. 
We talk Dutch, we sing along with the songs and we 
discuss the news from the Netherlands, we share our 
’’Dutch identity”. What I mean to say with this is, 
that we have to be very careful with stating that we 
lost our ’’Dutch identity”; we are responsible for our 
own ’’Dutch identity”; our ’’Dutch identity” is within 
ourselves and as a group we should be aware of that 
and cherish that feeling within. 

DCR - We understand that the Committee has a 
few more plans under wraps. Could you tell us 
more about this? 

LP - Yes, we would like to concentrate more on the 
children and are currently thinking of showing 
children’s movies in the Dutch language during the 
school holidays. We are also planning a children’s 
Christmas ’’Freemarket” for the November Maas & 
Waal Borrel. Our ’’Winkel Wieg”, that was 
introduced during the July Maas & Waal Borrel, was 
very popular and encouraged us to get a broader 
supply of Dutch products. The reason that we have 
the ’’Winkel Wieg” is to attract more newcomers to 
the Club. Another initiative, that it is very close to 
my heart, is to provide Neerlandia Members the 
opportunity to polish up their Dutch language skills. 
The opportunity to have this happening looks a 
possibility in the not too far away future. We are 
also thinking of activities for the baby boomers like 
myself, to get together regularly to enjoy a lunch 
and talk Dutch. We have so many ideas but so little 
time to execute the plans - we are always looking 
for assistance. 

DCR - One of the best known events organised 
by Neerlandia is the Maas & Waal Borrel. How 
long has this function been going and why do you 
think this function is so popular? 

LP - This is the sixth year that we have a get- 
together in the Clubhouse on the last Friday of the 
month. This ’’Borrel” or drink, started as a PR 
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President’s Report (Cont.) 


exercise to give non-Members the opportunity to 
come and visit the Club and to get a feel of what 
Neerlandia is all about. We predominantly 
concentrate on the younger families who bring their 
children. Over the years the M&WB has grown to 
be a well-known function with a steady flow of 
younger Dutch and traditional Members, who mix 
leisurely on those Friday nights. After all those 
years, the M&WB has provided us what it was 
meant to do: Giving us new Club Members. 

DCR - You have been involved with Neerlandia 
quite a long time. How long have you been 
President and what is your workload? 

LP - Yes, I was thinking about that myself not long 
ago. I started as Secretary of the Dutch Club in 2008 
and for the last four years I have been the President. 
From 2008 onwards, the running of the Club has 
dominated my life. I spend about 25 hours per 
week working on or with the Club. Those last four 
years as President have been especially hard and 
emotional and consequently they have taken a lot 
out of me. I have always made the well-being of the 
Club and its Members my first priority, something 
that has not always been easy to do. However, 
together with the support and input of the Executive 
Committee and the other Committee Members, the 
running of the Club is something that I still enjoy; I 
still have the passion and the vision for the Dutch 
Society Neerlandia. Without passion and vision it 
would be impossible to do this job - we are all 
volunteers, who give their time to the Club and its 
Members. 

DCR - On Sunday 18 September is the 
Neerlandia AGM. We understand that Eric van 
Waaijenburg has nominated for the position of 
President. What can you tell us about Eric? 

LP - Thank you for that question. Eric has been a 
Neerlandia Club Member for about four years. He 
joined the Committee 18 months ago and he has all 
the attributes to be a leader and to take this Club to 
the next stage. Although I still have one year to go 
of my current term, I have achieved what I set out to 
do as President and I found it time to make space 
for someone different, with again, passion and 
vision and the energy to continue making the Dutch 
Club grow, in a time that most cultural Clubs are 
struggling to stay alive. Eric and his wife Mariska 
have three young children, who were bom in 
Western Australia and like his contemporaries, Eric 
wants a Dutch hub in Perth where his children can 
leam about their cultural heritage - what better 
candidate for Presidency can Neerlandia have? 

DCR - When Eric becomes the next President, 
does that mean that you can take it easier? 

LP - In my dreams! I will become Secretary for a 


term of two years. During that term I will assist Eric 
where necessary in addition to the new Marketing 
and PR job that the Committee has created to give 
Neerlandia a bigger profile. Social media, websites 
and emails these days give us the opportunity to 
reach a bigger audience. We are slowly but certainly 
steering the Club to a new level. Over the past few 
months it became clear that Eric is 20 years younger 
than I am and I find his ideas and business 
approaches quite refreshing and interesting. 

I am looking forward to working with him and so 
are the other Committee Members. 

DCR - Is Neerlandia looking for nominations to 
join the Committee? If so, what are the 
requirements for those Neerlandia Members who 
may consider joining the Committee. 

LP - Again, thank you for that question. Yes, 
Neerlandia is always looking for nominations. And 
much to our relief, we have received another 
nomination. Machiel vd Stelt is a father of two boys 
and a regular contributor to our magazine’s The 
BoekHoek. Machiel, like Eric, sees the Dutch Club 
as a necessary tool to teach his young sons about the 
Netherlands and all things Dutch. Apart from 
Machiel, we have been approached by yet another 
forty-something parent, who is interested to join the 
Committee on 18 September. This interest is a very 
encouraging sign that the Dutch Club has a future. I 
am also so pleased for the founding - and traditional 
Members: It must be satisfying for them to see that 
the Club, which they started, is continuing though 
the next generations of migrants. 

What are the requirements to join the Neerlandia 
Committee? Enthusiasm, passion, vision, belief and 
a bit of personal time. 

DCR - When and where is the AGM. 

LP - The AGM will be on 18 September 2016, 
starting at 3pm at the Rhein Donau Clubhuis, 110 
North Lake Road in Myaree. All financial members 
are invited. 

DCR - Are there any other ways that people can 
support Neerlandia? 

LP - YES! We are always looking for people who are 
interested to assist on an ad hoc basis: Those people 
who are interested to help organising events such as 
functions, but who not necessarily want to join the 
Committee. Please contact us and let us know that you 
are there to help us! 

We would also welcome more financial Members. The 
more Members we have, the stronger we grow. All 
those people, who tell us how much they appreciate 
the Co mm ittee’s work and how much they love to be 
at the Dutch Club, please fill in a Membership form 
and join us - your loyalty and your support will assist 
us to get to the next level for sure!

Ditjes & Datjes. 

Clogball - the Tale of the Dutch and 
Soccer in Australia, 1950 to 1980. 

Soccer in Australia underwent a revolution and 
rebirth as a result of the influx of European 
migrants entering the country in the decades after 
World War Two. Each migrant community 
established Soccer Clubs and teams in various 
locations across the country, the most obvious and 
prominent being those linked to the Greek, Italian 
and Croatian Communities. And then there were 
the Dutch... 

Often dubbed the ‘invisible’ migrants due to an 
inclination to assimilate quickly in to Australian 
culture, the story of the postwar Dutch migrants 
and their influence on soccer here, has largely been 
overlooked. Until now. 

Adam Muyt is a Hobart-based writer and historian 
of Dutch descent who, over the last 12 months, has 
been unearthing and piecing together the tale of 
Australia’s Dutch-flavoured Soccer Clubs and 
teams, as well as the stories of various Dutch-bom 
players, administrators and officials involved with 
the game here. 

Adam’s research shows more than 20 Dutch- 
aligned teams were formed across the country 
through the 1950s and 1960s, while Dutch migrants 
played a major role in the founding of at least 
another 10 sides. Dutch teams took the field in all 


the major cities as well as regional centres such as 
Albany, Mt Gambier, Wagga Wagga, the La Trobe 
Valley, Geelong, Shepparton, Mt Isa and 
Launceston. 

Adam is in Perth in September to research the story 
of the Morley Windmills, one of the first Dutch 
sides established in Australia and now the oldest 
surviving club with Dutch roots, as well as looking 
at the influence of Dutch-bom players on the game 
in Western Australia. 

Adam is presenting a talk on this subject for the 
Australian Society for Sports History (WA) on 
Monday 5 September, 6.30 pm at Morley Windmills 
Sports Club, Wotton Reserve, corner Embleton Ave 
and Broun Ave, Embleton. This event is free.

Dear BoekHoek fans. In this 
issue I want to cover a special 
book; this book was given to me 
by my best friend when I left the 
Netherlands to live abroad; 
about 15 years ago. 

It's a book composed by Onno 
Blom with stories of Dutch 
writers, who lived abroad and 
write about their home country, 
the Netherlands. 

Some writers curse at the Netherlands in their 
stories, while others write with melancholy about 
the Netherlands. One story I could identify with, and 
one in which I recognized aspects of Dutch people 
abroad, is the story of Godftied Boman. 

In his 6 page story called “Nederlanders in Rome”, 
he describes in details the steps Dutch people go 
through when they assimilate in their new 
environment (even if they stay there temporarily); 
from surprise to wonder to adaptation. Also, 
Godftied outlines why Dutch people in general 
speak so many languages and tend to assimilate 
quicker than people from many other nations. 

I think most of you probably know why. 

I love his conclusion. In short, if you find the right 
balance by following the news, the arts, etc. both in 
your home and new found country, in addition to 
keep speaking your native language (or other things 
Dutch, such as being a Member of the Neerlandia 
Club for instance); you can call yourselves a double 
corps diplomat or a spiritual bilocator. I think you 
will enjoy the other stories, from the following 
writers Gerrit Komrij, Multatuli, de Schoolmeester, 
Louis Coupems, Gerard Reve Marcellus Emants and 
others as well.

”Being Dutch”is a new column written by 
Antoinetta. This Dutch lady currently lives with 
her English husband in Canada and explains to 
foreigners what it is to ”Being Dutch ”. 

We hope that you enjoy her columns as much as 
we do. 

Crushed Mice ( Gestampte Muisjes). 

In the Netherlands, it is custom to eat 
“muisjes” on some type of rusk, called 
“beschuit”, after the birth of a baby. The 
anise in the “muisjes” was thought to 
stimulate lactation and they symbolized 
fertility. ’’Muisjes” literally means small 
mice, the aniseeds kind of resemble 
small mice as it looks as if the the seeds 
have little tails. The anise will be coated 
with a sugar substance. 

As early as the 17th century, the parents of a 
newborn baby gave away ’’beschuit” with a layer of 
butter and ’’muisjes” to visitors, coming to admire 
the new bom. This tradition 
still continues today. 

“Beschuit met muisjes” are 
given to visitors at home 
and to kids at school by the 
older siblings or they are 
presented to colleagues at 
work. Every supermarket in 
the Netherlands sells boxes 
of’’muisjes”. 

“De Ruijter” is currently the only brand that 
produces “muisjes”. They have been making them 
since 1860. 

Before the 20th century, visitors to a newborn baby 
got only white “muisjes”, then this changed to a mix 
of pink and white ’’muisjes” for girls and blue and 
white ’’muisjes” for boys. 

’’Gestampte muisjes”. (crushed mice) are “muisjes” 

crushed to 
powder, which 
are sprinkled 
onto a slice of 
bread or a Dutch 
rusk over butter, 
a customary 
breakfast food 
for Dutch 
children.

Ten Years with Dutch Aged Care. 

I can’t believe it was 10 years ago, when I applied for a job as 
Support Worker with DACWA on a casual basis. 

At the time I was still working permanently for Nulsen Haven 
(Disability Service) and, on a casual basis for Amana Living, 
as a Carer in a nursing home 

Needless to say, the hours I worked between 3 jobs had to be 
scheduled very well. I never went anywhere without my diary. 
I have to say, though, that I managed this well, never double 
booked myself and always turned up on time at work! I also 
still had my young daughter living at home.

Not long afterwards, I was offered a full¬ 
time position, which then led me to stop working at the other places. 

In 2010 I was offered by the Board of Management to take on new responsibilities and I 
became the Care Team Manager. 

I have seen many people come and go over the years. I have enjoyed all the challenges 
presented to me during this time, but I must admit that lately, I have felt the pressure rising 
more than ever, due to the increasing number and frequency of changes in the Aged Care 
Sector. 

As a result, I feel that I am missing the direct contact with consumers, which I always loved 
as I have to spend more and more time in meetings to keep up with the changes 
implemented by the Government. 

It has been a pleasure to work closely with our dedicated Support Workers and I am always 
looking forward to the Support Worker workshops every 3 month, so at least I can see them 
and talk with many. I also have the support of a wonderful team, without which I am not 
sure I would have lasted so long. 

This year I have called “my year”. I have taken long overdue holidays more often, spoiled 
myself with short trips and started working 4 days a week to be able to look after my little 
granddaughter on Fridays, which is a total pleasure for me. 

As an organisation, we have another big challenge coming up from February 2017. It will 
be even harder for smaller providers to keep up with the big providers. I know smaller 
providers are more consumer focused but will they be financial sustainable? I can only 
promise we will do our best to keep up with the excellent service we are well known for in 
the industry. 

I would like to say “Thank you” to my colleagues in the office and the Support Workers for 
their support and also to our consumers, some of whom are still with us from my first intake 
in 2008. My thanks also go to the Board of Management.

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The University City of Wageningen 


The City of Wageningen lies on the north bank of the Nederrijn 
(the Dutch portion of the Lower Rhine) and it is part of the Gelderse 
Valley and the Veluwe, of which the southwest Hill is called the 
’’Wageningse Berg”. 

Wageningen can be reached by car from several highways or by train 
via the Ede-Wageningen railway station and a 15-minute bus drive to 

the Wageningen Central Terminal.

History. 

The oldest known settlements in the Wageningen area were located 
north of today's City Center. They were mentioned as early as 828. 

During the early Middle Ages a small church was built on the hill east of 
the City. The remains of several farms have been found near the top of 
the hill. In the twelfth century people settled at what is currently the 
Bergstraat. Close to Hotel de Wereld, a stone floor has been found 
dating back to this period. After the construction of a dike to protect the 
City from the acidic water of the moors, which at the time occupied the 
Gelderse Valley, the oldest part of the present City was built to the south 
of that dike. The parts of the City north of the Hoogstraat were built at a 

later stage. Hotel De Wereld. 

Wageningen received City rights in 1263. 

The city was protected by a City wall and a moat and in 1526 a castle was built. 
The castle was dismantled during the 18th century, but the foundations of three 
of the towers and part of the City wall remain visible these days. 

WORLD WAR II. 

The people, City, and institutions of Wageningen suffered greatly during World 
War II. The central part of Wageningen was destroyed by artillery fire soon 
Remains of the city wall after the German invasion of the country in May 1940. The City is also famous 
and the 500 year-old for its role at the end of the war: Wageningen was the site of the surrender of 
castle. German General Johannes Blaskowitz to Canadian General Charles Foulkes 

on May 5,1945, officially ending the war in the Netherlands. 

The generals negotiated the terms of surrender in the Hotel de Wereld, near the center of the City. 




LIBERATION DAY. 

Now, each year on the 5th of May, which is Liberation Day in the Netherlands, 

Wageningen hosts a large festival to celebrate the liberation. On this occasion, 
veteran soldiers parade through the City and are honoured for their service and 
around 120,000 people visit the pop-podia around the City. 

WAGENINGEN UNIVERSITY AND RESEARCH CENTRE (WUR). 

In 1918 the City acquired its first institution of higher education, the ’’Landbouwhogeschool 
Nederland” (Netherlands Agricultural College), which was based on the previous Agricultural College 
founded in 1876 and which was upgraded in 1918. This initiated the development from a small historical 
City into a modem technological community, a process which still continues today. 

Wageningen University and Research Centre (WUR), including associated institutes, now employs about 
7400 people.
